FREEBOOTERS AT HAND.

SAVANNAH, April 25. 
The following extraét of a letter from Louifville, dated 

April goth, is handed by an obliging correfpondent, 

“ A panty of Indias, about ten in number, attacked 
the houfe of a man by the name of Brown, on the edge of 
the Swamp, on the Oconee, about a mile from Colonel 
Hugh Lawfon’s and about ten miles from Gevernor Ir- 
win’s Plantation; Brown was killed by the fecoad fhot--- 
his wife faflened the door : the favages rufhed up and at- 
tempted to force it; the feized her deceafed hufband’s gun, 
which happened to be loaded, and fired on them, on 
which they retired to the Swamp. A negro, who had 
made his efcape to Colonel Lawfon’s, gave the alarm, and 
the Colonel with a few men immediately came over, and 
with much perfuafion prévailed on the wafo:tunate widow 
and her cidreo to retire from the hoole, end leave be- 
-hind the corpfe of her murdered hufband. Cel. Law/on 
colle@ted 2 iew recruits and returned to the heute vo bury 
the corpfe: They found «hat the Indians bed been there, 
cut off the head from the body and carried it with them, 
and had fet fire to the houfe, which Lawfon’s party arri- 
ved iv time to extinguifh, This happened eca:ly in the 
morning---in the afternoon a party of 20 or 30 men crofi- 
ed the Oconee, in purfuit of the murderers, The news came 
by exprefs to the Governor. The horrid fcene was in the 
county of Wafhington, about y5 or 40 miles from I 
feat of Government,”
